OVER QUARTER MILLION TO BE 
EXPENDED BY VALLEY CAN- 
NERY DURING SUMMER 





An instaliation that wiil not re- 
duce the number of workers at the 
Chino plant of the Libby, McNeil & 
Libby company, and the arrange- 
ment of which is the invention of 
Manager F. E. Fetterman of the big 
plant, will greatly facilitate the work 
of canning peaches and _ apricots, 
makes the work easier and even 
cleaner than heretofore and conse- 
quently makes it possible for the 
workers to add to their wages. 

The weekly pay roll through the 
summer will, in the estimatton of 
Mr. Fetterman, approximate $10,000, 
or in the sixteen weeks or more of 
the season, a total of $160,000. Close 
to $100,000 will be paid out to grow- 


ers for the 2000 tons of fruit con- 


tracted for by the cannery, making 
more than a quarter million expend- 
ed by this concern. 

The machines that are now in pro- 
cess of installation in the plant are 
made by the Dunkley company of 
Kalamazoo, Mich., but the arrange- 
ment of the tables, as designed by 
Mr. Fetterman, is a great step in ad- 
vance in peach handling methods, 
and is said by experts to be the 
most marked improvement along ef- 
ficiency lines seen in the canning 
business for years. Hence it is be- 
ing watched with great interest by 
cannery heads throughout the coun- 
try. 

By this method, instead of having 

the fruit delivered in boxes from 
worker to washer. the fruit is all 
distributed from hoppers at the head 
of each table by means of an end- 
less belt system. When a woman 
has completed a box and is ready for 
another. she simply opens a little 
gate, which bears a marker with her 
number on it. This number is large 
enough to be easily read by the man 
at the head of the table, who credits 
her with a box and releases one 
more to her. 
‘The worker to whom the box is 
released is one who saws the 
peaches in two, including pit and all, 
this being dene by the Dunkley saw 
which she operates, which is élec- 
trically driven. 

This high-speed saw can split the 
peaches three times as fast as they 
can be pitted, it was said by Mr. 
Fetterman, hence there are -three 
pitters to every woman operating a 
saw, although the pitting apparatus 
is also electrically driven. 

From the saw the halved peaches 
are fed equally into the boxes of 
the three pitters and the pitted fruit 
and the pits also go on the conveyor 
to separate destinations. 

Of course the saws are used only 
on the cling peaches and when free- 
stones are being worked, the belt 
system is reversed and the peaches 
fed in from the other end of the 
table. 

The pits are a considerable source 
of income to the cannery, inasmuch 
as there is a big demand for apricot 
pits particularly, bringing as high 
as-from $35 to $40 a ton. These are 
used in the manufacture of what is 
known as almond oil and_ in 
maraschino flavoring for cherries. 

The ordinary peach pits are sold 
for fuel, bringing about three dol- 
lars a ton, while there is a great 
demand for the Salway freestone 
pits from nurserymen for propaga- 
tion purposes.

California’s “greatest” hero of the 
World War will be chosen in San Fran- 
cisco tomorrow by Gov. W. D. Stephens. 
The man chosen will represent the state 
in the “Living Hall of Fame,” at the sec- 
ond, annual National convention “of the 
Disabled American Veterans of the World 
War to be held there June 26 to 30. 

The Governor and Adjutant Genera! 
J. J. Borree will confer in San Francisco 
in the morning. They will confer with 
Major General Hunter Liggett, U. S$. A., 
retired, Major General Charles G. Mor- 
ton, commanding the ninth area corps, 
Harry E. Wentworth, state ¢ommander of 
the Disabled Veterans; Colonel H. G. 
Mathewson, chairman of the American 
Legion county council and Charles H. 
Kendrick, national vice commander of 
the American Legion. From a list of vet- 
erans eligible, the name of the man 
deemed most entitled to the distinction 
of “greatest hero,” will be recommended 
to the governor and so designated by 
him. 

Each state will have its “greatest hero” 
in attendance. Nine Californians, it was 
said, are heing considered for the honor.

He will travel by 
automobile and will pay especial at- 
tention to developments in the San 
Joaquin Valley. He will go as far 
south as Sah’ Diego. 

Mr. Chambers called attention to 
the fact that the citrus industry of 
Southern California should be well 
served by the road in the future as 
its refrigerator equipment had been 
increased to 14,000 cars, at an orig- 
inal cost of $35,000,000 to meet the 
demands the road expects.

ROUNDING CURVE 


How he and his wife had been sit- 
ting happily holding holding hands 


in the tonneau of the motor car 
bearing them to Camp Baldy in the 
pleasurable anticipation of a day's 
outing, when in the twinkling of an 
eye the car had plunged over a bank 
and she was crushed to death be- 
neath the weight of the machine, 
was recited Monday morning at Dra- 
pers Upland mortuary by Henry C. 
Stuart at the inquést over the re- 
mains of Florence Amy Stuart. kill- 
ed Sunday morning in San Antonio 
Canyon, which was held before Coro- 
ner J. B. Hanna. The Jury brought 
in a verdict of accidental death. 

W. B. French of Upland, who was 
en route to Camp Baldy in another 
machine at the time of the fatal ac- 
cident, recited how he had followed 
the Stuarts for some distance. but 
how at Spring Hill the other ma- 
chine had shot ahead at what he 
considered an _ excessive speed. 
Some minutes later, he said, he came 
upon the overturned car near a 
bridge just below the Sierra power 
house. i 

Mr. French told how with the as- 
sistance of Oscar Reese, the colored 
chauffeur, he lifted a bow of the top 
which was resting on Mrs, Stuart’s 
face, when she opened her eyes, 
gasped and apparently died. The ef- 
forts of the witness, the driver and 
Mr. Stewart, who is a cripple, to lift 
the car from the woman's body, he 
said, proved unavailing and this was 
not done until some time later when 
more help arrived. 

Testimony at the inquest indicated 
that Mrs. Stuart had beea thrown 
from the car as it turned over and 
pinned beneath its weight. Reese 
gave it as his opinion that she must 
have jumped. She was injured about 





the head and the left side of her 
chest was crushed in. 
Mr. French testified that in at- 


tempting to lift the car with Reese, 
he detected the smeli of liquor on 
the driver's breath, but the latter de- 
nied on the witness #tand that he 
ever drank, 

Mr. Stuart stated that he and his 
wife had been married for 14 years 
and were looking forward to a very 
happy outing, when grim tragedy in- 
tercepted their plans, He stated that 
after the car turned over he looked 
at once for his wife and seeing her 


usual sweet smile on her face, 
thought at first that she had escaped 
unhurt. Mrs. Stuart was 39 years 
of age. 


Private funeral services are to be 
held in Bellevue cemetery, Ontario, 
tomorrow afternoon with Dr. C. F.

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THE RAZZING OF RUTH 


OR Mr. George Herman Ruth’s subordi- 

nate behavior in throwing dust on the 
umpire who called him out there is no 
extenuation. His invasion of the grand 

stand in pursuit of a man who was saying 
things about and to him was improper and 
deplorable, but there was provocation. He has 
been back in the game less than a week, 
after a long suspension. Yet a large part of 
the baseball populace expects him to produce 
a home run every time he comes up; and if 
he fails he gets, in the colloquial, ‘‘the rasp- 
berry.’’ The fact that he batted his team into 
a championship last year is forgotten; if he 
hit fifty-nine home runs in 1921, that proves 
nothing to a good many Polo Ground judges, 
except that he ought to hit at least sixty this 
season. It he doesn’t, he will be lucky to 
escape pop bottles, tossed by spectators who 
never took any exercise beyond lighting cigars. 
Baseball is a noble game, but the erowds 
that watch it average about as low in sports- 
manship as any mass of human beings that 
can bé found anywhere. Umpires are safer 
than they used to be, but the wrath once 
visited on them is now largely directed toward 
the home team, if it happens to have an off 
day. And the greater the hero, the more 
prompt and vicious is the jeering when he 





‘ i. Us into the slump that even the greatest 


heroes must have now and then. A pitcher 
wavering on the verge of collapse, but still 
able to pull himself together if he can set 
his mind on it, is apt to be pushed over 
the edge by premature demands of ‘‘Take him 
out!’? A manager who wins the champion- 
ship in a hard fight, after barely missing it 
in two or three previous hard fights, is the 
target of constant attacks from erities who 
could hardly be more vicious if the team had 
finished in the second division. 

One is inclined to doubt if our national 
sport is baseball, or even the watching of 
baseball. About the only form of exercise in 
which the average citizen seems to take any 
real pleasure is swinging the metaphoric 
““hammer.’’—New York Times. 
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LEMONS AND GLASS 


UST a few days ago New York shipping 
intelligence conveyed the information 

that 136,000 cases of Palermo lemons 

were en route to the East coast of the 
United States. Simultaneously an official 
publication of the federal Department of Com- 
merce reported that an order for 130,000 cases 
of window glass had been placed in Belgium 
by San Franciseo buyers. A Washington com- 
mentator inquires how the lemon industry on 
the West coast and the glass industry of the 
Kastern States feels about those items of news, 
Thq two instances, it was pointed out, 
illustrate vividly the necessity for all sections 
of the country to get together on the pro- 
tective tariff policy. Continuing, this point 
was impressed: 

“Now, what would be gained if the eastern 
industry were induced to view the tariff on 
lemons as ‘through a glass darkly’, while the 
western industry contributed lemon aid to the 
movement for free trade in glass? Possibly 
the man in the mill weuld be able to pur- 
chase his lemons more cheaply for a_ brief 
time, and the man on the farm might save a 
few cents by lighting his house with Belgian 
panes. But when the glass factory and the 
lemon farm had been put out of business the 
operatives in both industries would be ruined 
and the people of the entire country would pay 
tribute to Italian and Belgian monopolies,’’— 
Clarksburg (W. Va.) Daily Telegram. 
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Faults of the Jury System 


RIAL by jury now and then brings up 
the question of the trials of juries. For 
instance, the jury of his peers which 
is functioning in the case of Governor 
Small of Illinois, who is charged with misuse 
of State funds when he was State treasurer, 
has threatened to strike if younger men are 
not installed in place of the aged bailiffs, who 
get sleepy and make the jurors, go to bed at 
Y o’clock. The jurors also complain against 
being locked up in the third-story bedrooms 
of a non-fireproof court house with no fire 
escapes. The judge has met one complaint 
by ordering the sheriff to provide rope lad- 
ders for each window. 
The matter suggests humorous comment, 
but it has a serious side. It is the old ques- 








tion of archaie administration of a°system of 
determining justice that has come down from 
the days of magna charta—a system that is 
replete with anomalies which persist in spite 
of the developments along other lines to meet 
modern conditions. 

As in the case here referred to, the person 
on trial may be at liberty except when his 
presence is required in the court room, while 
the jurors are under constant surveillance, 
watched over like convicts working on a high- 
way when they are not on active duty and, if 
they have the sensitiveness of many intelli- 
gent human beings, dragooned into a state of 
mind which is certainly not conducive to the 
exercise of unbiased judgment. It seems to 
be the natural assumption that, especially in 
the most important cases, the jurors will be 
reached and corrupted by interested parties 
if they are not kept under guard. If the as- 
sumption be right, isn’t there something rad- 
ically wrong with the system? 

In this country there is a disposition to 
laugh at the English, whose common law is 
the basis of our law, for sticking to fossil- 
ized institutions and methods. But the Eng- 
lish are noted for the speed with which jus- 
tice is adminnistrated through their courts, 
while one of the gravest complaints in this 
country is the slowness of justice and the 
difficulty of convicting criminals of ample 
vesources. A committee of the American Bar 
Association is now working on a revised code 
of legal procedure and is to make recom- 
mendations for radical reforms to meet glaring 
evils that have developed. It is not known 
whether the jury system will receive attention 
in the reform effort, but the suggestion arises 
that, while they are about it, some serious 
consideration might be given to the modern- 
ization of that instrument of justice——San 
Bernardino Sun. 


FASHION NOTE 


HE girls must wear gowns of black, 
brown, or blue; must cover their 

throats (whatever that means) and keep 

skirts with twelve inches of shoes. So 
ran the ukase of the president of a trust 
company in New Jersey. It is an interesting 
experiment, often tried, always worth watch- 
ing. So far attempts to make people of either 
sex wear uniform working clothes have not 
prosp ered—except in war time, where the 
cheerful tradition holds that if you don’t wear 
the uniform you are eligible to be hanged as 
4 spy. 

We can note other exceptions, but they 
don’t apply to people at desks in offices. The 
‘don’t’? system and the ‘‘must’’ system’ are 
wearing as thin in business as in education. 
The new idea is to keep people interested, 
put them in the jobs that best fit them, and 
drive by common sense, leadership, and ex- 
ample. The leader who issues ‘‘musts’’ and 
‘‘don'ts’’ to his pople, concerning their cloth- 
ing and their morality, is often no leader at 
all. He is more likely a nagger. 

The happiest and best-managed companies 
we know don’t pin their faith to compulsory 
colors, to throat swaddling or to skirt survey- 
ing. But in conspicuous positions among them 
seem to be a few young women who do know 
how to dress decently and appropriately, and 
therefore economically —and their example 
goes wonderfully far.—Collier’s Weekly. 
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CONGRESS AND PALO VERDE 


T the time this is written there is little 
encouragement coming from Washing- 
ton as to prospective assistance for the 
Palo Verde Valley people in their flood 

menace. Washington is a long way from 
California. The seriousness of the flood of 
a promising new valley doesn’t impress the 
august members of congress much. They look 
upon it with provincial eyes. They see in it 
merely the effort of a far western wilderness 
to get a little congressional help from «the 
pork barrel. , 

The farmers of the Palo Verde Valley have 
earried their own load of flood protection and 
drainage in the past in a new country being 
reclaimed from the desert. They have done 
wonderfully well. But their property has 
been inundated by a navigable river, over 
which the national government has full con- 
trol. War department engineers have report- 
ed that a dyke thrown across the valley will 
save it from the floods that are sure to come 
a little later in the month. What more reason- 
able thing could be asked than this support 
at such a time? 

Government action in taking care of flood 
damage is generally slow. It is well remem- 
bered how the Southern Pacific Railroad 
saved the day by plugging up the break that 
sent the Colorado River into the old Salton 
Sea basin a dozen years ago. This was done 
at the request of the President of the United 
States and yet congress, in its narrow, 
political prejudicial point of view has never 
paid that bill. 

If the Southern Pacific were to repudiate 
such an obligation to the national government, 
it would be put out of business.—Riverside 
Enterprise.

Her letter to Senator Flint follows: 
My dear Senator Flint— 4 

The home papers have brought 
frequent news to the effect that 
you are conducting a fine cam- 
paign for Senator Johnson's re- 
election. I certainly hope our 
own Los Angeles County will roll 
up as big a vote for him as it 
did for President Harding and 
Senator Shortridge in the 1920 
campaign, for our local needs are 
just.as much at stake now. 

When I was at home, and 3000 
miles away from Washington, I 
used to wonder whether Senator 
Johnson's fearless stand on big 
issues, according to what he be- 
Heved to be right and for the 
best interest of our State, irre- 
spective of the opinions of others 
of the party, had not cost him 
power and effectiveness, but I am 
here to tell you that almost a 
year’s residence at the seat of ac- 
tivity has removed all question on 
that score. I learn on every side 
that the Senator always plays the 
political game squarely, with both 
hands above the table, and with 
such fearless adherence to his 
convictions that it commands re- 
spect from his colleagues, whe 
ther they agree with his conclu- 
sions or not. . 

This was particularly exempli- 
fied by the result of his stand on 
the Four Power Pact. That did 
not in any way lessen the confi- 
derfte and the respect of the 
Administration for him. This Ad- 
ministration is made up of too 
big men, with too much political 
vision, to resent such an honest’ 
difference of opinion. Further. - 
more, everyone knows Senator 
Johnson has been from the very 
first for disarmament, and has 
stood loyally by every Other im- 
portant administrative measure, 
except that, 

I think the thing that has 
pleased me most to see is that 
Senator Johnson ig such an ef- 
fective fighter that he keeps Cali- 
fornia “on the map.” When he 
goes after a thing for our State 
he gets it. It would be disastrous 
for the business interests of Cali- 
fornia to lose him. Of course, 
everyone at home knows that his 
fight on the tariff has given our 
citrus, almond, walnut, olive, 
raisin, and bean growers greater 
protection than they ever have 
had under former tariff laws. Few 
people at home, however, realize 
the time and energy and fatigu- 
ing labor put into the fight for 
every cent in these tariff sched- 
ules. Every Eastern importer of 
these products fights our inter- 
ests, and they keep immense lob- 
bies here all the time. Senator 
Johnson has “bucked the line 
hard’? steadily and consistently, 
and results speak for themselves. 

The centers of population and 
big business interests are so far 
East that unless there is a 
mighty aggressive man on the 
front line for us the Congres- 
sional tendency is to pigeonhole 
our Western interests. That will 
never happen as long as we keep 
Senator Johnson here. 

I have by no means always 
agreed personally with every 
stand Senator Johnson has taken 
—at least at the time he took it, 
although many of his apparently 
unpopular positions have had a 
distinctly prophetic element, and 
general acceptance has later fol- 
lawed. 

My interest is not occasional 
by personal friendship, for I have 
met him only a few times, but 
my pride and loyaity have been 
commanded by what I have here 
observed, that he is the out- 
standing figure of the West, some- 
times feared, but always respect- 
ed by those who know him, one 
in whose leadership and vigor- 
ous advocacy of California in- 
terests every Californian may 
take pride.

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SUSCEPTIBILITY OF AVOCADOS TO 
FROST INJURY 





Of all those who are enthusiastic in 
the culture-of avocados none have given 
the same study and investigation to. the 
results of the recent cold weather as 
Wm. Hertrich, manager of the San Ma- 
rino ranch of Henry E. Huntington. After 
the freeze Mr. Hertrich spent weeks in 
going from one avocado section to an- 
other and studying results on various 
varieties and conditions in different sec- 
tions. These investigations were summar- 
ized in a report made at the annual con- 
vention of the California Avocado Asso- 
ciation. We quote from Mr. Hertrich’s 
report that portion referring to his work 
on the San Marino ranch. 

First of all I will give you the ex- 
perience I had with a ten acre avocado 
orchard at San Marino ranch, located in 
the city of San Marino, along the eastern 
city limits of Pasadena, elevation 520 
feet. These ten acres were planted under 
my supervision in 1910, the stock being 
Mexican seedling. The distance between 
trees was 25 feet. ~ 

In 1911 I budded them to Jarge fruit- 
ing varieties with good results, and after 
nursing them for two years carefully, 
the buds had grown to trees from four 
to six feet in height. 

The cold weather of 1913 destroyed 
every one back to and including bud 
union. After this my interest in grow- 
ing avocados was somewhat checked. 
Howver, the root stocks of the Mexican 
seedlings began to sprout out again very 
vigorously and by 1917 most of them 
were big trees having from two to five 
stems three to four inches in diameter. 

In the spring of 1917 I top worked the 
whole orchard to the following varicties. 
Fuerte, Spinks, Sharpless, Taft, Lyon, 
Dickinson, Mueretta, Knight, Linda, Rays, 
Queen and some others which looked 
promising at that time. 
had made a wonderful growth by 1922. 
Some had tops ten to. fifteen feet in 
height by as many feet in width. The 
cold spell of 1922, when the temperature 
at the ranch dropped to 32 degrees on 
January 20th; 24 on January 21; and 
26 on Jaunary 22, left little of 12 years 
of patient work.

Dickinson, Knight, Linda, Queen, Reys, 
Murietta. The Spinks appeared to he 


hardier than any just mentioned. Most |. 


of the wood and some of the foliage of 
a few tall trees was retained, the Fuerte 
proving the hardiest of the collection, 
Some trees in the lowest part of the or- 
chard lost their leaves entirely but 
others retained most of them, except 
along the young tender growth which 
froze back all along the orchard. In 
this connection I would say, there are 
some seedlings planted on the lowest and 
coldest end of the orchard which proved 
to be considerably hardier than the 
Fuertes planted next to them. The seed- 
lings apear to be naturally hybrids be- 
tween the Mexican thin skinned and 
some larger thick skinned varieties, of 
which, however, I have no record of their 
parentage. The few fruit that ripened 
on them last year in March are of a 
rich and nutty flavor, weigh 14 ounces. 
The skin was less than one-sixteenth of 
an inch thick but leathery.— Cultivator.

The Board of Supervisors has or- 
dered canceled the remaining unsold 
bonds of the Chino school district. 
This leaves the district free to go 
ahead with other contemplated im- 
provements that will call for the is- 
suance of a greater amount of bonds 
in the near future. 
Insurance Rate Adjustment 
Insurance Adjustor Arnold made 
final recommendations for the insur- 
ance rate adjustment on insurance 
carried by the county. His recom- 
mendations were ordered adopted 
by the Supervisors.
